INDIANA RACING LAW. 



A long range idea of Gov. Mathews of Indiana 
is full of color. He is a politician. That’s sure. 
He’s forceful, too. But his methods are rough. 
Bearing on Indiana racing they have gone to 
the extreme of persecution. Evidently he has 
a grievance. The public is entitled to a map of 
it. The Indiana tracks are closed with a 
legal shutter, which is to be clamped or 
taken down next Friday. Racing never had 
a better chance in court than it has in the 
injunction case before Judge Gillette. His 
spring ruling, under which the Indiana tracks 
have existed, was homely and commonsensible. 
Broadly it was one of the best that can be re- 
called as given, that racing has ever had. The 
decision of Judge McCabe of the Supreme Court, 
which overruled the Gillette decision was worse 
than the average. Its ruling reason was exactly 
against the facts. Because the Indiana courses 
were close together ; because the same officials 
ruled all and because the same bookmakers did 
business at all. Judge McCabe held that the 
Sellers law was violated. What bosh? 
Regularity of soil, of operators, and of 
tticials who have to deal with the same broad 
mass of racing material are beneficial to racing. 
If these grounds are to be used for the basis of 
violation of the Sellers law, the Percy-Gray- 
Jockey Club law of New York— which has stood 
the test of three courts of progressive class — 
each better than those of Indiana, by general 
legal repute — is also illegal. The same condi- 
tions rule under its provisons. The Sellers law 
IS clear and plain. It was made after ex- 
perience and by less than a partial farmer. 
It permits forty-five days racing per year 
between April 1 and November 1. within 
the state of Indiana, the terms to be fif- 
teen days each, with thirty days interven- 
ing between each term. The Indiana tracks 
have kept the law well and turned more 
than half a million foreign dollars into a forlorn 
corner of a forlorn state. The community about 
the tracks have appealed to Gov. Mathews in 
behalf of their “good thing.’’ Following his 
old line Mi^. Mathews seeks his own revenge and 
at the same time has enough leisure on hand to 
tight the American government over a land 
case. Ergo. The Mathews map of impetus is a 
public necessity. 

THfi DETROIT DERBY. 



The Detroit $5000 (International) Derby, won 
last year by Lissak, is to be run August 1. 
Prince Lief’s mishap and the doubt about an- 
other western trip for Ben Brush makes the 
race an open one. Should either be fit and go 
for the prize the other eligibles are in the second 
or lower classes.

RACING GOSSIP. 



Daily Racing Form erred in describing Mar- 
ion’s produce by Joe Hooker as a colt. The 



yearling is a filly of moderate size and already 
named Vera Reina— Spanish Queen. Theodore 
Winters says of the filly : No price can buy her. 
She is the most to me that Marion ever pro- 
duced. Among a band of thirty or more yearl- 
ings as it cavorted in our spacious paddocks 
Marion’s filly always leads the band, no matter 
what the pace.’’ That’s the individuality of an 
observer and a keen horseman— Theodore 
Winters is all that. Vera Reina wdll be royally 
engaged in the stakes of 1897. The glories of the 
turf will be keenly stimulated by a wonder from 
the loins of the dam of The Czar. Emperor of 
Norfolk, Yo Tambien and El Rio Rey— what 
dam has such an array of great children? To 
Mr. Winter’s notion and knowledge Vera Reina 
is a counterpart of Duchess of Norfolk — one of 
his ideal fillies— who died before she had a 
chance to do what her owner thought she 
could do. 

Riley Granuan has gone to raid the English 
turf — $200,000 strong — and taken clever Roy 
Carruthers with him. The raid will be what it 
is, no matter what the result, the flamboyant 
British bookmaker will have to take a deep 
chance and will profit or lose according to the 
way the horses run. Grannan’s the figure of the 
modern turf. He has been $250,000 strong six 
or more times and “broke” as many. Some- 
times Grannan has “a shade.” Normally he 
plajs what he “figures and likes.” Four jears 
ago he started with a shoestring, and wound 
up with enough to buy out a dozen tanneries. 
He soon had $200,000, and lost it all. He bor- 
rowed $1,000 from Colonel Applegate last sum- 
mer and went to Saratoga, and from Saratoga 
to the New York tracks, In two months he was 
again $225,000 to the good. 

Last winter he went to San Francisco and 
before the winter season was over he had lost 
over $100,000. This spring he started out to 
tempt Dame Fortune again. For awhile Riley 
had the short end of his betting bouts with the 
New York bookmakers. Then things began to 
break his way. Whenever things go well for 
Grannan, it doesn’t take him long to sun his 
winnings up into the thousands in a few days. 
One of the best known bookmakers in the ring 
at Latonia received a letter from Riley. It 
said: 

“I am over $200,000 winner. Some of the 
bookies out here think when you win that much 
money that you are not getting it honestly. I 
have scratched the game for a while, and I am 
going to Europe with a brother of Will Wallace 
and Roy Carruthers. I will not be back before 
the fall meeting at Sheepshead.” 



Racing is aidful to the daily press. There 
isn’t much return. The pinheaded and average 
newspaper comment runs to betting ruts and 
the talk of push and puliism that reflects the 
cheap ajid dear loser. Chicago’s bad enough in 
this line. But Cincinnati reeks with turf shab- 
biness. as instilled into it by The Enquirer, 
which might well be denominated the scandal 
monger and washing machine of the tout. 



The howling dervishes, with which the turf 
abounds, have been spining-in yarnful and re- 
cent ways about the old-old story of weight 
stealing. They centered their fables on the local 
W’alkover win of W'ednesday last. Weight cheat- 
ing is coo clumsy and broad to be “good.” It 
admits complicity of trainer and assistants, 
jockey, clerk of the scales, jockey’s valet and 
others. There are more utilitarian and modern 
avenues of fraud on the turf than that of steal- 
ing weight. The nurveyors of such scandal 
should — instead of being dignified by a public 
weighing edict— be cited to appear, prove their 
charges or be ruled off.
